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Cathedral assumed his duties 
on Sunday, March 30th. Dean 
Wright is a native of North 
Carolina, having been born in 
Wilmington, North Carolina. 
After graduating from the 
University of the South in 
Sewanee, Tennessee, Dr. 
Wright held a position with 
the Standard Oil Company for 
several years before deciding 
to enter the ministry. He was 
educated for the priesthood at 
the Virginia Theological Sem- 
inary, where he received his 
Bachelor of Divinity degree in 
1930, and later his Doctor's 
degree from Washington Uni- 
versity. 


Dean Wright’s first charge 
was rector of Trinity Church, 
Lumberton, North Carolina. 
After that he was Episcopal 
Chaplain of the University of 
North Carolina in Chapel Hill, 
and was then chosen Secretary 
of College Work for the National Council, in which ca- 
pacity he traveled in almost every diocese of the Church. 

In January, 1934, he became rector of the Robert E. 
Lee Memorial Church, Lexington, Virginia, where is 
situated Washington and Lee University and the 
Virginia Military Institute. Dr. Wright was Episco- 
pal Chaplain of both these institutions. 

He has held several diocesan offices in the Diocese of

Southwestern Virginia in re- 
cent years : member of the Ex- 
ecutive Board, member of the 
Board of Examining Chap- 
lains. He has also held Pro- 
vincial and National offices:

Commission on College Work, 
Associate Member of the 
Forward Movement Com- 
mission, Regional Director of 
the Church Society for College 
Work, Trustee of the Univer- 
sity of the South. 


Dr. Wright is a member of 
the Sigma Nu Fraternity, of 
which he is the Grand Chap- 
lain, and is an honorary mem- 
ber of the Omicron Delta 
Kappa. He is married and has 
one son. 


In his opening sermon Dean 
Wright expressed the hope 
that the Cathedral would al- 
ways stand for three things: 
first, that the pulpit of this 
Cathedral would always cour- 
ageously and fearlessly speak the truth, striving to 
clarify great issues and causes ; secondly, that the Cathe- 
dral would help develop the spirit of a Christian com- 
munity, building and fostering a parish life; third, that 
the Cathedral may be a great spiritual center on the 
West Coast, holding fast in these troubled and confused 
times to the things for which Jesus lived and died and 
rose again.

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The Diocese Goes 


“Now after these things the Lord 
appointed seventy others, and sent them 
two and two before his face into every 
city and place, whither he himself was 
about to come. And he said unto them, 
The harvest indeed is plenteous, but 
the laborers are few : pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that he send 
forth laborers into his harvest.” 

These words from the tenth chapter 
of St. Luke’s Gospel are very real to 
those who are responding to the Pre- 
siding Bishop’s “Roll Call”. Parishes 
and missions in all parts of the diocese 
are planning to send “Messengers” two 
by two into the homes of communicants 
and adherents during the month of 
May. Many, it is hoped, will call also 
on some of the “unchurched”. Those 
who take part in this nation-wide spirit- 
ual venture should be given their Com- 
mission (contained in the official leaf- 
let, entitled “Messengers in the Presid- 
ing Bishop’s Roll Call”). They should 
be supplied with copies of the official 
messages from the Presiding Bishop, 
the Bishop of the diocese, and the Rec- 
tor of the parish. Record cards, enroll- 
ment cards, and other material are also 
available. 


May all who are commissioned as 
“Messengers” find the joy of realizing 
that they are as “living stones, built 
into a spiritual house, to form a conse- 
crated priesthood for the offering of 
those spiritual sacrifices that are ac- 
ceptable to God through Jesus Christ”. 
(I Peter 2: 5.) Enlistment of laymen 
and women in this spiritual undertak- 
ing will revive in our minds the neces- 
sary functions of the priesthood of the 
laity. 

“Roll Call” Preparations 

From north and south, reports have 
been received of active preparations for 
the Roll Call. Between seventy and 
eighty persons met in St. Paul’s Church, 
San Rafael, on Monday evening, April 
21, and attended other meetings on 
April 24 in Christ Church, Sausalito, 
on April 28 in the Church of Our 
Saviour, Mill Valley, and on May 1 in 
St. John’s Church, Ross.

A copy of the Enrollment 
Card will be mailed to every communi- 
cant and adherent on the parish list, ac- 
companied by a letter from the Rector, 
giving each recipient the opportunity 
of signing the card and returning it at, 
or before, the Service of Rededication 
on Sunday, May 11. A Membership 
Card, bearing the Presiding Bishop’s 
suggestions for a simple rule of life, 
will be given to everyone who signs an 
Enrollment Card, and the latter re- 
turned to each, after the 11 o’clock ser- 
vice on May 11.

For a Ten-Year Program 


Clergy who have already invited par- 
ishioners to offer suggestions for a ten- 
year program for the Church report 
several unusual and valuable proposals. 
Here are a few: “More week-day 
classes; attendance is so much better 
during the school week than on week- 


ends.” “Enough activities for young 
people so that as each child is con- 
firmed, a year of service can be de- 
manded of them in some group; such 
as acolytes’ guild, junior altar guild, 
choirs, pageant group, scouts, camp- 
fire girls, ushers’ guild, junior vestry, 
library committee, clergy’s messengers 
(to drive cars or run errands), clerical 
assistants (typing, folding leaflets, 
stamping letters, etc.). So many hours 
a week in service might be demanded, 
as in the Junior League.” 

“More for 

un le.” “More clergy for sum- 
especially in National 
Parks.” “More outdoor services (work 
with the climate, not against it).” ““No 
more Churches in California to be built 
in unsuitable Gothic style, but in Ro- 
manesque, Spanish, or modern, with 
patios or inner gardenlike courtyards, 
where services could be held in good 
weather. Church School classrooms 
could open into patios, so children need 
not feel cooped up in fine weather. (If 
Jesus could teach out-of-doors, so can 
we!).” 

“More work among the Chinese, Jap- 
anese, Filipinos and Mexicans, who will 
be American citizens tomorrow.” 
“Church auto vans for use amongst 
migrants.” “Better music for rural 
churches, and higher standards of good 
taste and simplicity in furnishing 
Churches and chapels.” “More clergy 
attached to the colleges, which at pres- 
ent are largely pagan.” “More Epis- 
copal services broadcast by radio, 
especially evening services as people 
would be home from week-ends.” 


After the Roll Call 


The suggestion has been made to each 
parish priest that the Roll Call be fol- 
lowed by the formation of a Forward 
in Service Council, the membership of 
which should include men and women 
who acted as “Messengers.” This coun- 
cil would study the information 
obtained during the Roll Call. Immedi- 
ate action will be required on some re- 
ports. Other results will suggest plans 
for summer activities and for the par- 
ish program from the fall. 

“Tt should be clearly understood,” 
says the Presiding Bishop, “that the 
Roll Call is only a beginning of our 
ten-year program. Before we can hope 
to go forward, we must enlist or re- 
enlist our people. We must discover 
our latent power and then on it. 
That is the primary aim of the Roll 
Call.”

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The Need for 
Spiritual Re-Birth

There are at work in the world today 
powerful forces the significance of 
which no individual and no nation can 
ignore without falling into a position 
of the gravest danger and of the utmost 
jeopardy. These forces are not new 
in the experience of mankind. They 
rose on many occasions in the past and, 
for varying periods and with varying 
intensity, held sway over human affairs. 
They spring today from the same 
source from which they have always 
sprung in the past—from godless and 
soulless lust for power which seeks to 
hold men in physical slavery and spirit- 
ual degradation and to displace a sys- 
tem of peaceful and orderly relations 
among nations by the anarchy of wan- 
ton violence and brute force. 


These massed forces of lust for ty- 
rannical power are directed against the 
very bases of the way of life which 
has come to be the cherished ideal of 
a preponderant majority of mankind— 
against the moral, spiritual, social, po- 
litical, and economic foundations of 
modern civilization. Nation after na- 
tion has been crushed into surrender, 
overrun and enslaved by the exercise 
of brute force combined with fraud 
and guile. And as the dismal darkness 
descends upon more and more of the 
earth’s surface, its menacing shadow 
falls blacker and blacker athwart our 
continent. The very instinct of self- 
preservation bids us beware. 


We have the power to meet that men- 
ace successfully. For that we need ma- 
terial means of defense. These means 
we are determined to create, and we 
are creating them. But more than that 
is needed. 


Men will defend to the utmost only 
that in which they have complete faith. 
No more vital test has ever confronted 
the American people than that which 
confronts it today. There are difficult 
and dangerous times ahead. Our na- 
tional independence and our cherished 
institutions are not immune from the 
challenge of the lust for power that 
already stalks so much of the world’s 
surface. Unprecedented effort and 
heavy sacrifices will be required of us 
as the price of preserving, for ourselves 
and our posterity, the kind of America 
that has been fostered and preserved 
for us by the vigilance, courage, and 
sacrifice of those who preceded us. We 
shall succeed if we retain unimpaired 
the most precious heritage which they 
bequeathed us—an unshakable faith in 
the everlasting worth of freedom and 
honor, of truth and justice, of intellec- 
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tual and spiritual integrity, a trium- 
phant faith in God. 

Without that faith, no material means 
of defense will suffice. With it we need 
fear no enemy outside or within our 
borders. 

We need today a resurgence of spirit- 
ual purpose and of moral stamina. We 
must re-dedicate ourselves to the ser- 
vice, the defense, and the nurturing 
of freedom under justice and law. Our 
homes, our schools, our Churches, our 
leaders in every walk of life must in- 
culcate this faith and spirit. 

Our Churches, particularly, have an 
exceptionally important role to play in 
this work of spiritual re-birth. The ter-

rible misfortunes which are being vis- 
ited upon mankind have been the result 
of a dangerous deterioration of stand- 
ards of personal and of national con- 
duct. We desperately need today a 
revival of religious fervor, a renewed 
humility before God in support of 
wholehearted adherence to high stand- 
ards of individual and group behavior. 

In times of grave crises, there are 
always some who fall a prey to doubt 
and unreasoning fear; some who seek 
refuge in cynicism and narrow self- 


‘interest; some who wrap themselves 


in the treacherous cloak of compla- 
cency. All these are dangers that lie 
within us. 

Each and every one of us must search 
his mind and his heart for these signs 
of fatal weakness. The stern realities 
of the crisis which is upon us call, as 
never before, for vision and for loy- 
alty. They call for all the strength of 
hand, of mind, and of spirit that we 
can muster. They call for self-reliance, 
for self-restraint, for self-imposed and 
freely-accepted discipline. They call 
for the kind of national unity that can 
be achieved only by free men, invincible 


in their resolve that human freedom 
must not perish. They call for unsel- 
fish service today if we are to win 
through to a secure and bright to- 
morrow. 

A responsibility seldom equalled in 
gravity and danger rests upon each and 
every one of us. Neglect or delay in 
assuming it, willingly and fully, would 
place in mortal danger our way of life 
and the sacred cause of human freedom. 
Were we to fail in that responsibility, 
we would fail ourselves ; we would fail 
the generations that went before us; 
we would fail the generations that are 
to come after us; we would fail man- 
kind; we would fail God. 


I am supremely confident that we 
shall not fail. I am certain that in the 
minds and hearts of our people still 
lie welling springs—inexhaustible and 
indestructible—of faith in the things 
we cherish, of courage and determina- 
tion to defend them, of sacrificial de- 
votion, of unbreakable unity of pur- 
pose. I am certain that, however great 
the hardships and the trials which loom 
ahead, our America will endure, and 
the cause of human freedom will 
triumph. 


Location Changed for

The National Defense Program has 
been the cause of a change in our Dio- 
cesan Summer Conference plans. On 
Friday, April 18th, came the news that 
the Asilomar Grounds had been requi- 
sitioned by the Army for a special train- 
ing center. This left the Conference 
Committee in the slightly embarrassing 
position of having a fine summer con- 
ference completely set up, and no place 
to put it! But under the leadership (or 
should we say Generalship?) of Dean 
Craine, the Committee quickly recon- 
noitered, and on April 21st reports of 
various possible locations were made 
to a special meeting of the Committee. 
A trip to San Rafael completed the in- 
vestigation, and we are now happy to 
announce that the Diocesan Summer 
Conference will be held at the San Ra- 
fael Military Academy from June 22nd 
to 28th. This arrangement has been 
made possible by the generous coopera- 
tion of Mr. A. L. Stewart, Superinten- 
dent of the Academy. 

The Academy has fine dormitory fa- 
cilities and excellent recreation grounds. 
There are tennis courts, an outdoor 
swimming pool, baseball diamond, ath- 
letic field, and gymnasium. We shall 
have exclusive use of the grounds. 
There is adequate classroom space for 
both young people’s and adult classes.

Wayside Cross Pilgrimage,

BOOK NOTES 


By R. C. Miller 


THE Book or ENGiIsH by 
John W. Suter, Jr. (Harpers, $2.90), 
has three notable features. It is first of 
all a collection of all the short prayers 
from the Prayer Books of the Anglican 
Communion. These have been arranged 
topically, and thus the book is available 
for both personal and public use. The 
second notable feature is its value for 
liturgical scholars, with its essay on the 
collect form and its notes. The third 
feature is its beauty. It is exquisitely 
bound and printed, a joy to use and a 
great credit to the publishers. 


For the average clergyman and lay- 
man who wants to know what to be- 
lieve in this day and age, John Bennett’s 
CHRISTIAN REALISM (Scribners, $2), 
is just what is needed. Written in clear 
and non-technical language, so interest- 
ing that one wants to read it from cover 
to cover at one sitting, reflecting the best 
theological thought of the times, so im- 
portant that one will desire to re-read 
it many times, this book is a book for 
all thoughtful Christians. Dr. Bennett 
gives first of all a vivid picture of con- 
temporary events in terms of what they 
mean for the Church; he then measures 
against this background Christian be- 
liefs in God, man, society, Christ, and 
the Church. It is Biblical theology ex- 
pressed in terms of the experience of 
the modern man, and it shows an amaz- 
ing sense of balance. An appendix on 
the problem of evil is as interesting and 
important as the major text. There are

It is a complex 
and difficult problem and Prof. Nie- 
buhr wrestles with it helpfully. Reve- 
lation is historically conditioned, it can 
be understood only from within the 
Christian community, and the test can- 
not come before the commitment of the 
self to “the God who reveals himself 
in Jesus Christ.” ; 


In Comrort From Catvary (Cloi- 
ster Press, $1), Bishop H. P. Almon 
Abbott has used the Seven Last Words 
to answer the question, ‘““What Is the 
Crucified Life?” as it pertains to our 
relationship to ourselves, to our God, 
to our Family, to our fellow men. 


F. Ernest Johnson believes it is time 
to take account of THE SocraL GOSPEL 
Re-EXAMINED (Harpers, $2). These 
Rauschenbusch lectures represent the 
answer of an informed and intelligent 
Christian mind to the criticisms made 
in recent years to the social gospel. He 
measures Christian theology and ethics 
against the background of our secular 
society and its present evils. He sees 
the need for a closer relationship be- 
tween the saving of the individual and 
his social responsibilities. It is a Re- 
ligious Book Club selection.

News from the Front

f Flooding into a community of from 
, five to six thousand persons has flowed 
a stream of humanity numbering be- 
| tween fifteen and twenty thousand. At 
its peak, about 7500 men were employed 
in the construction of a new canton- 
ment close by the almost abandoned 
town of Jolon. Many of these men came 
with their families, hundreds of them 
in auto trailers and tents camping along 
the highway and in the fields. With the 
completion of the camp, officially 
known as Camp Roberts, and in spite 
of the heavy rains, soldiers began to 
arrive about the middle of January. 
Since March Ist they have been coming 
in train loads, until now there are about 
15,000 men filling the camp where for- 
merly the population of the little town 


the communities of Paso Robles and 
San Miguel, where camp followers 
good and bad have congregated, must 
| be left to the imagination of the reader 
who will realize that the situation is 
complicated by the housing shortage in 
the whole area. 


| So far as service to the camp is con- 
cerned, the Churches were the first to 
attempt to meet the new conditions. A 
union Sunday evening service was 
started in January by the combined 
young people’s groups of the Episcopal, 
Congregational, Christian, and Metho- 
| dist Churches, followed by a social 
hour. Each Church takes one Sunday 
a month. Two of these services have 
been held at St. James’ Church with 
about eighty in the congregation, some 
twenty-five or more being soldiers. The 
Churches also prepared a poster giv- 
ing the location of all local Churches 
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of Jolon was 216! How this affects. 


and their hours of service, and these 
have been posted in all barracks. The 
Army Y.M.C.A. now has a club room 
loaned by the local fire department. 

St. James’ Church has had several 
officers’ families added to its communi- 
cant list. A card file of Army people 
now contains the names of twenty-nine 
persons who have registered at the 
Church. The Guild Hall is open three 
evenings a week with a host and hostess 
in charge, for the use of the men from 
the camps. Thus far, personal contacts 
have been too casual to give much op- 
portunity for issuing personal invita- 
tions. St. James’ has an Army Service 
Committee organized, and games, mag- 
azines, letterheads and envelopes have 
been donated for the use of soldiers. 
For the past month, a number of men 
in uniform from the 115th Observation 
Squadron at the local airport and from 
Camp Roberts have attended the morn- 
ing service. On two occasions, lieuten- 
ants have acted as crucifers. There are 
now four chaplains in residence in the 


camp, and the local ministers have es- 


tablished relations with them, but so 
far no provision has been made for an 
Episcopal Communion service at the 
camp.

Because the accommodations in San 
Rafael will be more standardized than 
at Asilomar, the cost per person will 
be slightly higher than the minimum 
rate for Asilomar.

Biggest news of the month so far as 
this editor has been concerned has been 
the precipitate moving of the Summer 
Conference from Asilomar to the San 
Rafael Military Academy—no mean 
feat when you consider it means the 
arrangements for 250 individuals. Mar- 
velous Marin has been well advertised 
and all we can ask is that they stop the 
water at the 60-inch level which now 
prevails. The grounds of the Academy 
are lovely and entirely adequate to our 
needs; the cooperation of Mr. A. L. 
Stewart, the superintendent, is a real 
joy; an apparent disaster should be 
turned much to our advantage. When 
we think of the English people not only 
being turned out of their homes, but 
often having their material possessions 
completely destroyed, and when we 
think of the sacrifices which are being 
and will be made for National Defense, 
it seems as though the 1941 Conference 
should have a real mission, especially 
for the young people of our Diocese. 
Some members of the Conference Com- 
mission thought that the motto and sym- 
bol of the Conference should be the 
British rallying cry of “Thumbs Up.” 
Not a bad idea. 


Forward in Service is the main item 
of the moment throughout the Diocese. 
As this issue will reach you undoubt- 
edly during the Roll Call, it is impor- 
tant to remember the statement in the 
Presiding Bishop’s Booklet, “The 
Church is not required to be successful, 
but to be faithful.”” The movement will 
take different forms in each parish and 
mission, and the number of approaches 
will be as varied as the number of indi- 
viduals participating. We are called 
upon for a sacrificial service and loy- 
alty, and winsomeness is our goal. 


The engagement of Miss Loie Cal- 
vert Judkins to the Rev. Henry Millis 
Shires, Vicar of All Saints’, San Lean- 
dro, has just been announced. The best 
wishes of their many friends go to this 
popular couple. 


The Army and Navy Commission 
continues its fine work under the chair- 
manship of the Rev. Fred Avery and 
merits our consideration and support. 
Our Church chaplains are doing an out- 
standing piece of work in the many en- 
campments throughout the Diocese. An 
example is the case of Private Charles 
Mainwaring, who was a member of the 
choir of St. Paul’s, San Rafael, until 
he went to Camp San Luis Obispo.

Now he is singing in the choir of St. 
Stephen’s Church there. St. Stephen's 
is the southernmost parish of the Dio- 
cese—St. Paul’s the northernmost. Rip- 
ley might like that one. 


For the first time, Marin County 
churches, instead of participating in 
the San Francisco Leadership Institute, 
will hold one of their own in Marin 
County. Outstanding leaders through- 
out the Diocese have been secured and 
the Institute is meeting with real en- 
thusiasm in that area. 


The always prompt Dean of the Oak- 
land Convocation, the Rev. Sumner 
Walters, has already prepared and sent 
out the usual fine program for the 
spring meeting to be held at St. Alban’s 
Church, Brentwood, on Thursday, 


May 22. The program is a forward 
looking one and contains such features 
as Dean Shires’ report on proposed 
changes in the canons affecting convo- 
cation, which ought to come up for dis- 
cussion before its possible presentation 
to the next Diocesan Convention, and 
a talk by Mr. Loring A. Schuler on 
“A Layman Speaks to the Church.” 
Convocational meetings could become 
a potent force towards a better under- 
standing of Diocesan policies and gen- 
eral church thought. 


Mrs. James Otis Lincoln of St. Doro- 
thy’s Rest has just won the Alfred Ben- 
der Silver Cup in the contest of the Pen 
Women of America for her short story - 
entitled “The Dean’s Dilemma.”

tions, and the other from St. Mary’s, 
Pacific Grove, printed, containing a 
general list of the members, friends, 
and church school families, plus a mili- 
tary list, church school roster and other 
bits of information on the organiza- 
tion of the parish. 


Pacific Grove seems to be constantly 
newsworthy. On Easter Sunday over 
100 of the new large-size prayer books 
were placed as memorials in the pews.
